morning after General George Bell, 
Jr., at his headquarters 
here re- 


ceived word that the Mexicans had 
crossed the Rio Grande and beaten 
back a small detachment of Massa- 
chusetts infantry serving as bordei 
patrol. 


Vhe Mexicans crossed the river 


about seven miles east of Fort Han- 
cock. 
They were headed for the 


American 
settlement 
of 
Sierra 


Blanca and mounted messengers 
were sent to warn the inhabitant!, of 
that place. 


The citizens armed themselves. 


Two hundre dot them, mounted and 
equipped with rifles and pistols, set 
out to meet the bandits. With them 
were Texas rangers and members of 
the customs house line-riding force, 
all 
fof" thftm -^experienced bandit 


fighters. 
Meanwhile General Bell 


had issued emergency orders. Two 
battalions of the 23rd infantry front 
Camp Cotton were immediately dis- 
patched in 
motor trucks 
to the 


scene.

other soldiers, mounted on motor- 
cycles, started quickly.

After the fight with the bandits

men entrenched at the edge of the 
border and extra precautions were 
taken when arrivals from the inter- 
ior told of the gathering of a huge 
force of bandits. 


Just after nightfall last night the 


first alarm was sounded in an out- 
post engagement. 
The bandits, all 


mounted, started to cross the border. 


They attacked the Massachusetts 


tienches, according 
to reports re- 


ceived by General Bell. The militia- 
men made a game fight, but owing 
to superior numbers, were forced to 
retire. 


They fell back on 
the fort and 


Captain Cushing wired for reinforce- 
ments. The last of the troops from 
Fort Bliss were on their way before 
1 o'clock this morning. 
Under ord- 


inary circumstances the trip can be 
made inside of three hours by the 
overland route.

ton more and more in the winter— 
that departs en masse when the hot 
days come. They leave some of the

houses in

world. Along the 


shady 
streets 
of the 
northwest 


section you may walk for blocks,, if 
not miles, past 
ornate residences 


with shuttered windows and locked 
doors.

There are, however, several large 


classes that 
stick to 
Washington 


right through the dog days, with the 
possible exception of two or three 
weeks or a month of vacation.
